I have the honor to submit the following 

REPORT: 

It will be seen by the following statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures for the last fiscal year, that there is now on hand in the 
State Treasury, |375,77d 68. This large surplus will, no doubi^ be 
ioon increased, by receipts into the Treasury from various sources, to 
over a half million of dollars. 

Kotwithstauding this encouniging exhibit of the State finances^ the 
present safe keeping, and ultimate proper application of so large a sur- 
plus, must be a source of anxious solicitude. With such unparalleled 
progress in indiyidual wealth and prosperity, an oyeifiowing Trea- 
Buxy, and a forgetfiilneas of the financial embarrassments from which 
the State has just been extricated, it is to be feared, may lead us into 
imprudent appropriations, if not into extravagant and wasteful expend- 
itures of the public money. In credit abroad and in prosperity at homOi 
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in climate and in soil, in her mineral resouiceB and commei^ial advan- 
tages, and above all, in her Educational interests, Michigan occupies a 
high position among her sisters of the Union. Let not imprudence, 
extravagance or cupidity, again reduce her to financial embarrassment.

Sinoe the date of my last Annual Report^ a settlement of our claim 
against Uie United States for moneys advanced for the Michigan Regi- 
ment of Volunteers, in the Mexican war, has been effected, and the 
amount ($21,731 06) has been received by the State Treasurer. 

The interest on the General Fund, University, and Penitentiaiy Bonds, 
will be promptly paid when due, on presentation of the coupons at the 
Phoenix Bank in New York City. 

The appropriation from this Fund, made by the last Legislature for 

Fire Proof Offices, has been expended, and the building is nearly ready 

for use.

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The $7,260 of Interest Bonds^ mentioned in my last Report^ due 
Jamiaiy 1, 1850, have been surrendered and paid. Provision bas also 
been made at the Phoenix Bank, for the prompt payment of the inter- 
est as it becomes due on the Five Milhon Loan, Detroit and Pontiac 
Baihroad, and Adjusted Bonds. The interest on all the outstanding In- 
ternal Improvement Warrant Bonds has been stopped. The whole 
amount of interest on this class of Bonds, unpaid, is $769 28. This 
toterest will be paid on presentation of the coupons to the State Trea- 
smy, if the fiill amount of semi-annual interest is due, or upon a sur- 
render of the Bonds, if only a portion is due.

The amount now due by th^ State to the Priufiary School Fund is 
$378,028 77 — showing an increase of this class of indebtedness during 
the past year, of over $100,000. The receipts into the Treasury on 
account of other educational funds, present a corresponding degree of 
prosperity. 

The total amount due from the State to the University Fund 
is $73,504 46. In addition to the interest on this sum, the last 
Legislature (Act No. 60) required the Auditor General to draw his 
warrant on the State Treasurer for interest on $100,000 of bonds^ here- 
tofore issued by the State, for the benefit of the University, and upon 
which the State pays interest to the holders thereof — ^thus making the 
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State pay double intereet on that amount. This is Mie plain and 
simple meaning of the act^ although it is so drawn up, as in a measure 
to disguise the fact. It is true the act is limited to the period of tiw> 
years, and if it was only intended by those oflScore of the Univerai^jr 
who drafted the bill, as a donation to the University of tl4,00D, to 
relieve it from present embarrassment, it is well — ^but if it was inteild- 
ed as a precedent for future legislative action, it is wrong. It would 
bring the State in debt to the University $100,000, in addition to 4he 
$73,504 46 above stated to be due, and the State would also have' to 
pay the $100,000 bonds heretof<»« assumed. If this daim be a good 
one, then a daim for the entire amount of interest from the issuing of 
ihoee bonds in 1839 to the present and for all future time^ would be 
good. Are the people of this State pnepared to sanction and aUow 
such a daim ? Are they prepared to take so large an amount from the 
State Treasury for an institution whose annual income is now over 
$25^000, and rapidly increasicg ? — a sum in aQ conscience^ amply. sufS- 
dent for an economical administration of its affiurs. 

CONTINGENT FUND. 

The baknce in the Treasury Nov. 80, 1852, was $(^872 61. By 
Joint Besohition No. 15, of the laat sessioii, all but $1000 was traiifl- 
ferred to the General Fund. There is now a balance of ^786 00 yat 
unexpended. 

SWAMP LAND FUND. 

The expenditures on account of the Swamp Land Fund aie 
$655 30, for maps, books, and derk hire, preparaitory to the sales 
on the 13th December. It is behoved that at the sales, at least $50,- 
000 will be received to the credit of this Fund. 

The amount received into the Treasury, by Act No. 187, Laws of 
1851, is loaned to the State. The State is to pay interest on &e 
amount so received, and this interest also becomes a part of the fund 
aforesaid. When the swamp lands in the northern districts of the State 
are brought into market, the fiind will be largely increased. The final 
and proper disposition of this fiind, so that all may participate in its 
benefits, is a matter of great importance to the State. It is a question 
which should be taken into serious consideration by the people in the 
selection of their Representatives to the next Legislature; for by impru- 
dent legislation, this princely fund may be worse than squandered. 
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It was eTidenUjthe desigu of die legislative committee, who had the 
bill in charge in 1851, to ultimately appropriate the nett proceeds from 
the sale of these lands to educational purposes. Such a disposition will 
be eminently just and proper — ^the whole people will reap a rich reward 
in the annual distribution of the interest of the fimd, for the education 
of the rising generation. And now, that this immense fund is within 
our grasp, it is to be hoped that future legislator will act with equal 
'^ patriotism, and frown upon any attempt by interested parties to appro- 
priate it for less important purposes. 

SAULT STE. MAKIE CANAL FUND. 

Section 5 of the act to provide for the construction of a Ship Canal 
around the Falls of Si Mary, provides that the contractor or contract- 
ors for the construction of said canal shall defray the entire cost of surr 
veying, locating, and constructing the same, the necessary travelling and 
other expenses of the commissioners, and the salaiy of the engineer 
and assistants. The same section provides for the payment of these 
expenses out of the State Treasury, and that the same shall be reim- 
bursed by the contractors, as fast as ascertained, under the direction of 
the Commissioners. The State has advanced $1,071 92 ; other ac- 
counts have been presented, but I have refused to allow them, until the 
above amount shall be reimbursed. 

A clause exempting the lands granted by Congress from taxation 
while in the hands of contractors, was struck out of the original bill 
before it became a law; but a few days after, a supplemental bill was 
passed, not merely exempting the lands from taxation, but remittififf the 
taxes after assessment and return, and directing the Auditor (xeneral to 
give a receipt therefor, and charge the same to the Qeneral Fund : 
^Providedj That the amount so charged to the General Fund may be 
roimbursed to the State from tolls upon said canal, in such manner as 
shall be provided by law, in case said amoimt shall not be reimbursed 
by the United States Government" 

By this proviso, beforo the Auditor General can give a receipt, as 
above contemplated, it must be first ascertained whether the United 
States will reimburse this amount, and also whether the Legislature 
shaU provide for a reimbursement from tolls upon said canal. In the 
meantime the lands may be returned for non-payment of taxes, sold, 
and past redemption ; thus placing it beyond the power of the Auditor 
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Oenenl to gi^e a receipt Had ihe provisions of tliis supplemental bSl 
been well considered, I think it could not have met with the approval 
of ihe Legislature and the late Governor. The contractors, to enhance 
the value of their land% may procure the taxation of them to any 
amount, for the construction of roads, and the building of bridges and 
school-houses, and the United States or this State must pay for it, or it 
must become a heavy tax upon the carrying trade of the Upper Penin- 
sula, in the shape of tolls on the canaL There can be no doubt that 
the magnificent donation of 750,000 acres of land would have been 
amply sufficient to have secured the early completion of the canal, with- 
out any such supplemental bill.

All the Internal Improvement Warrant bonds heretofore issued, have 
been advertised for, and interest stopped. All but $32,850 of these 
bonds have been surrendered and paid. A large proportion of those 
yet outstanding, are held by the banks as security fc^ their circulating 
notes, although their charters require a deposit of interest-paying bonds* 

Only $28,000 of part paid bonds have been surrendered during the 

past fiscal year. Adjusted bonds were issued therefor to the amount of 

$15,377 32. Of this amount $13,729 75, being redeemable at the 
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option of tlie State under a law passed by the last Legishitai^ wei« 
surrendered and paid. All the adjusted bonds hereafter issued for part 
paid bonds surrendered will be made redeemable at the option of the 
State. Whatever amount may be funded, the surplus in the treasuiy 
wiD be immediately used for its liquidation. 

The hope so long entertained, that the offer made by the State to 
the holders of this class of bonds by Act No. 1^3, Laws of 1848, 
would induce them to surrender their bonds for adjustment, has not 
been realized. The Constitution prohibits the funding of these bonds 
beyond the amount fixed by the aforesaid act, and the holders can no 
longer reasonably entertain any hope of increasing it Interest, how- 
ever, is continually accruing on the amount due on these bonds at the 
rate of 1 per cent par annum until funded, when it fonna a part of the 
principcd of the adjusted bonds issuable th^^for. This may be a auffi- 
cient inducement for capitalists to withhold them from adjustmeiit I 
theref(»:e suggest the propriety of requesting the Legisbture to so mod- 
ify the proposition in the law of 1848, as to stop interest on all pmt 
paid bonds not surrendered for adjustment within a given tune. This 
will prevent the increase of our unfunded debt, and it can be no hard- 
ship to the holder, for by an immediate surrender, he will receive 
adjusted bonds for the amount originally received by the State with 
interest to the January succeeding the funding, and he will thereafta 
receive interest semi-annually, unless sooner redeemed. 

All the State indebtedness, (except what are termed Part Paid Bonds,) 
a redemption of which can be compelled, or interest stopped, was called 
in last year; and as our Bonds are above par, none can be purchased 
under our present laws. There is, therefore, no further opportunity of 
liquidating State indebtedness with the surplus on hand, except by pay- 
ing up what few Part Paid Bonds may be voluntarily surrendered. The 
prospect of so large a surplus lying idle in the Treasury, was a source 
of much anxiety during the last session of the Legislature. In view of 
the exigencies of the case, that body passed, and the late Governor, 
Hon. R. McClelland, approved, on the 9th day of February last, an 
act requiring the depositaries of these funds to pay interest thereon at 
a rate of not less than five per cent per annum; but the same Legisla- 
ture, at the solicitation of the depositaries^ or by ^ some strange and 
wiaccatmahle overturn of justice,^ on the 12th day of February, only 
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three days after tlie passage of the above act, passed a supplementary 
act, which was also approved by the late Grovemor, reducing the rate to 
one per cent, per annum. The result is, the banks in which the sur- 
plus is deposited, pay interest to the State at the rate of one per 
cent, per annum, while the State has to pay at the rate of six per 
cent, on her funded debt, and seven per cent on her unfunded debt 
This is all wrong — the Legislature should have provided for some 
disposition of the surplus funds, whereby the State should realize the 
lame amount of interest that she pays, untQ those funds could be used 
in liquidation of State indebtednesss. 

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

This Board met at the Capital, on the 15th day of August^ last^ as 
Inquired by Act No. 97, Laws of 1858. A meeting of the State 
Board at that time was rendered necessary by the re-enactment^ with 
h^y important and beneficial amendments, of our entire system of 
tttation. For the result of their labors see statement No. 9 of the 
ippendix. 

The beneficial working of the Bystem, has exceeded the most sanguine 
aaticipations of its warmest friends, notwithstanding the most violent 
Qjppofiition, for a short time, was arrayed against it, i y interested parties. 
In consequence of this o|^x)Bition, and in view of the fact that the law 
whiGh had not yet had time to be disseminated among the people, was 
being misrepresented and misinterpreted, 1 issued several circulars, (see 
latter part of appendix,) that there might be greater uniformity in the 
action of the assessing officers. The result has been highly sati8£Eu;tory. 
A large majority of the Supervisors have faithfully discharged their 
duties, under the law. If, under this first assessment, any inequalities 
diall be discovered, the cause can be traced directly to a non-compliance 
with the law on the part of the tax^yer, or the assessing officer. A 
&11, faithful and impartial compliance ^ith the law must result in equal- 
ity — ^and equality is the great object to be attained by any system of 
taiation. 

A large number of delegates from the several counties were in at- 
tendance before the Board, and after close observation and careful inves- 
tigation, they were of the opinion that only a few slight amendments 
were necessary, to perfect the law; in this opinion the Board unani- 
mously concurred. 
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The aggregate value of real and personal estate for 1851, was $3(l|

year, and a better understanding of the law, the next assessment wj 
be still more satisfactory. I 

The clause requiring sales for delinquent taxes one year sooner thai 
heretofore, has had a beneficial effect, especially upon the new counties 
It has enabled them to redeem their outstanding county orders, and k 
pay the townships the amounts their due for delinquent highway ad 
school taxes, one year sooner than it could otherwise have been doiil 
The non-resident tax-payer can have no good cause for complaint^ ii| 
he yet has one year and eight months longer time in which to pay ]i 
taxes, than the resident ^ i 

The clause prohibiting the offering of twice-offered State tax land| 
for what they would bring, has saved thousands of dollars to the Stal^ 
The loss from the sale of this class of State tax lands, in Oct 185^ 
was about |25,000. This loss bad to be made up by direct tax upc^ 
the people. Under the present law, these lands must be sold for tlii 
entire amount of tax, interest and expenses, or remain the property i 
the State. It is probable that the State will soon dispose of her GM 
tax lands, as, since the decision of the Supreme Court, throwing & 
burthen of proof upon the claimant against a tax title, more confidenoi 
in the title to these lands is manifest, and they are greedily sought fofi 

If our tax laws are insufficient to convey a good title, then non-ra* 
'dents will refuse to pay their taxes, and the whole burthen of taxatioi 
will be thrown upon the residents of the State. If all the tax titles an 
void, justice requires the State to reftmd to the purchasers their purchafl 
money and interest To do this, would require a greater sum th* 
the entire amount of our State indebtedness. There may be isolatei 
•ases of hardship under the decision of the Supreme Court above w^ 
ferred to, but he who refuses or neglects to contribute his just propor- 
tion for the support of the government which protects his property, is 
deserving of no sympathy. 

SPECIFIC TAXES. 
The entire amount of specific taxes except that received from the 
mining companies, during the past fiscal year, is $90,706 24. These 
taxes by article 14 of the Constitution, must be ** applied in paying 
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^ interest upon the Primary School, University and other educational 
ndsy and the interest on the State debt;" the balance, if any, is to be 
^plied in payment of the principal of the State debt The interest 
le past fiscal year amounted to $84,691 60 — Cleaving $6,014 64 to 
» applied in liquidation of State indebtedness. 
OFor detail of all specific taxes see statement No. 7. 

EAILROAD SPECIFIC TAX. 
The amount of specific tax paid in by the railroad companies during 
ie last fiscal year, is $^9,408 06. On the 11th day of February, 1853, 
le Southern Railroad Company paid in on account of specific tax for the 
lirrent year, $22,578 22. The Conq>any stood charged on the books- 
P this office with $24,562 11 ; the Treasurer was written to, and the 
aLaUce was immediately forwarded. The Central Railroad Company 
^ere charged on their last report, for tax of 1853, $62,178 43; only 
t51,76 1 84 was paid in. On the 1 9th day of February, and again on the 
4th day of May last, the Treasurer of the Company was notified of 
lie balance, but receiving no answer, on the 24th day of August lasi^ I 
iBued a warrant, under a law of last winter, directed to the Sheriff of 
V&jne County, for the collection of said balance. I then received a 
applemental report from the Company, showing the amount expended 
nt of the State, and an offer to pay the balance after deducting the 
mount so expended with interest, together with all expenses that 
lad accrued. This offer was accepted, and the amount (2,677 86) 
las been paid into the Treasury. 

The Detroit and Pontiac Railroad Company is indebted to the State 
m account of specific taxes for 1851, 1852 and 1853. A portion of 
h& tax for those years, has been paid, and I am informed by the Trea- 
nurer that the balance will be soon adjusted. 

The tax on the Erie Ss Kalamazoo Railroad Company is included in 
lie amount paid in by the Southern Railroad Company. 

BANK SPECIFIC TAX. 
The amount of Bank tax paid in during the year, is $9,386 96. 
The last report from this office stated that ^the stocks deposited by 
some of the Banks^ for which they receive circulating notes, exceeds the 
tmount of their capital stock iep(»ted, and upon this ezcesB it is daimed 
they are exempt from taxation. If this be the oonect view, then them 
is no limit to their circulatioti, and with a capital of only $100,000, up- 
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on which they pay tax, they may deposit stocks with the Treasurer, and 
do a business of millions upon which they would pay no tax. It ivaa 
no doubt the intention of the Legislature to limit the stock and circu- 
lation to $600,000. I have therefore charged a tax, in the cases above 
referred to, on the amount of stocks deposited; but the Michigan Insu- 
rance, Peninsular, and Government Stock Banks, have only paid on the 
capital stock they report to have paid in, causing a loss to the State, the 
past year, of over $3,000." Soon after the date of that report^ the 
Government Stock Bank paid in the amount with which it stood charged 
on the books of this ofBce for 1852. The Peninsular Bank has also 
paid, but under protest For 1853, the Banks were charged a specific 
tax upon the same principle as for 1852; but the Government Stock 
and Michigan Insurance Banks refused to pay, except upon the capitid 
stock they report to have paid in. Warrants have been issued for the 
collection of the balance ; but injunctions have been granted, and the 
question is now before the Supreme Court 
For other specific taxes, see statement No. 7.

STATE TAX FOR 1863. 
Hie State tax for 1853, apportioned aihong ihe several counties was 
♦10,000. By Act No. 80, Laws of 1853, $13,000 for the present and 
1 10,000 for the coming year, were appropriated from the General Fund 
in aid of the Michigan Asylums, to be reimbursed from the proceed 
of the sales of lands belongmg to the Afiyium Fund. In order that 
the surplus funds might be used solely f<xr the liquidation of any State 
indebtedness that might be surrendered, at my suggestion, a clause 
was inserted in the said act^ directing the Auditor General to apportion 
tlie said amounts as other State taxqs were ^portioned. But at the 
time of making the apportionment for 1853, seeing no prospect of 
wing the rapidDy aocumuhitjng surplus finr the purposes aibo^e stated, I 
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{bought it better policy to use it in aid of the AbjIuidb, until it can 
be reimbuisedy than to raise that amount from the pockets of the peo- 
ple to lie idle in the Treasury. 

ACCOUNTS WITH THE COUNTIES. 

The whole amount due from the counties for State tax for the pres- 
ent and previous years, is $62,586 05, as wiU be seen by reference to 
statement No. 6. Nearly the whole of this amount will be paid by 
returns of delinquent taxes in February next Washtenaw county, 
however, it will be perceived, will be indebted to the State after receiv* 
ing credit for the February returns, over (10,000 — ^and no provision, I 
learn, has been made by the supervisors for its liquidation. 

The treasurer of Shiawassee county has not yet made return of last 
October sales — ^when he does so^ the amount due that county will be 
paid in fiilL A settlement was made with all the counties to which 
the State was indebted, at the time the treasurers made their returns^ 
and the full amount due was paid. 



In the preceding report I have endeavored to point out some of die 

enora of the past, as a warning for the future. In conclusion, permit 

me again to congratulate the people of Michigan upon the bright prosr 

pects before them. With an almost entire exemption from taxation 

for State expenses — ^with unlunited natmid resources-— with a soil 

scarcely equalled in fertility and productiveness— with an enterprisiiig 

and industrious population, nothing but inexcusable legislative blundera 

can retard the onward march of our beautiful Peninsula to increased 

prosperity and usefulness.

By ike Tax Law iihis day approved, you are required to aesees ail 
property at Us true vahte. To arrive at its true value, you are to affix 
the price you would appraise it at m payment of a just debt due from 
a solvent debtor. Your attention is particularly directed to this provi- 
sion — ^for if it be not fiiithf ully and efficiently carried out^ the object of 
the Legislature will be entirely defeated. The assessment of property 
at less than its true value, has become a great evil — ^it makes our rate of 
taxation extremely high, and deters emigration to our State. Under 
the new law, fiiithfully executed, there can be no doubt that the valua- 
tion of the State will reach $130,000,000, instead of some |30,0OO,- 
000, as at present A State Board of Equalization being established, 
{he State Tax is apportioned according to the valuation as fixed by them ; 
eonaequently, there is no longer any inducement to make a low valua- 
tion for the purpose of avoiding a due proportion of the State Tax. 
Section 18 makes some explanations, to which you are referred. 

Another important feature of the new law is, the listing of all prop- 
erty not exempt from taxation. The object of this is, to compel all to 
bear their due share of the burthens of taxation. It is well known that 
large amounts of personal property, moneys and credits under the old 
law, and in the possession of those most aUe to pay, entirely e6C<^)ed 

I am well aware that some inconvenience wiU arise in taking the first 
MHOBBinent under this law — but a liberal construction should be given 
to iif and an honest and earnest effort on the part of Supervisors to faith- 
fully carry out its provisions, will result in much good. When a simi- 
ar law was enacted in Ohio, an attempt was made in some cases^ to 
ridicule it| by making a mimUe list of all artides, dc^ but the system 
has been sustained by the people, and has resulted in immense beneii 
IoUm State. 
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In making out the list, you ahoiild see that the property exempted k 
properly deducted. Opposite the 9th subdivision of section 15 of the 
list^ you are to put down the amount of merchandise as appears from 
the iuTQutory of the merchant It is no hardship for the merchant to 
exhibit his inventory — ^for every good business man ought at least every 
year to make such inventory, and knowing when the law requires it^he 
can have it ready for the Supervisor when he calls to take the assess- 
ment. 

For the purpose of appraisal and assessment, you are to deduct the 
amount in the 18th and 14th subdivisions from the amount in the 11th 
aabdivision. Under the 12th subdivision, you are to indude household 
fomiture^ Ssc^ deducting the $200 worth, exempted by section 5, if not 
previously deducted. 

If you believe that any person has attempted to conceal any of his prop- 
erty, or to so dispose of it as to avoid taxation, yon can question any 
other perBon, imder oath, as to that fact, that you may suppose has 
knowledge thereof. 

There will be a meeting of the Board of Supervisors on the second 
Monday of June, 1853, to equalize, (fee, as required by Act No. 100, of 
the Laws of 1851 ; and there will be a meeting of the State Board ot 
Equalization on the 3d Monday of August of the same y^ar, to which 
your Board can send delegates or not, as they may see fit 

Your attention is also particularly directed to section 18 of the act 
Such an entire change in the system having been effected, it is of the 
utmost consequence, that each taxable inhabitant have the blank lis^ 
that ignorance of the law may not be plead as an excuse for not oom- 
plying with it 

Should any one neglect or refuse to fimiish.you the list, yon shoiildi 
in addition to the fine of $25, as provided in section 19, use every ex- 
ertion to bring out all the property of such delinquent, for the purpoee 
of taxation. 

There are undoubtedly many defects in the kw, and should yba at 
any time discover any that might seem to require legislative action, you 
win confer a favor by conotmunicatuig with me upon the subject, that I 
may lay the same before the Legishiturs at its next biennial session.

Bin:— As there appears to be some misapprehension in regard to a 
zneeiing of the Board of Supervisors in June next, I herewith append 
a oopy of the act passed by the last Legislature: 

[ No. 97. ] 

AH ACT to provide for a meeting of the State Board of Equalization 

in Eighteen Hundred and Fifty-three. 

Sbotioh 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact^ That the 
State Board of Equalization be and they are hereby required to meet 
at the Capitol, in the village of Lansing, on the third Monday of Au- 
j^ost^ in the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three, and after 
oiganizing as required by law, shall proceed to examine the tabular 
statements of the board of supervisors of each county, provided for in 
the fourth section of this act, and to hear the representatives from the 
several boards of supervisors as heremafter provided, and they shall de- 
termine whether the relative valuation between the several counties is 
equal and uniform, according to location, soil, improvements, produo- 
tions and manufactures; and also, whether the personal estate of the 
sev^eral counties has been uniformly estimated, according to the best in- 
iMxnation which can be derived fix>m the statistics of the State, or from 
Wf other source. 

Sec 2. I^ after sudi examination, such assessment shall be determined 
Mhridvely unequal, they shall equalize the same by adding to or deduct- 
ing from the aggregate valuation of taxable real and pers(»ial estate in 
Suchcoimty or counties, such an amount as will produce relative equal 
and uniform valuations between the several counties in the State, and 
the amoupl added to or deducted from the valuation in each county 
diaH he entered upon their rec(»rds; and the valuations of the several 
eovmlieB) as equalized, shall be certified and signed by the Chairman 
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and Secretary of the Board, and filed in the office c^ the Auditor Oen- 
ersif and ahaU be the basis ios apportioning aU State tazea until another 
equalization shall be made. 

Sec 3. It shall be the duty of the Auditor General, as aoon aa msy 
be after the determination of the 9tate Board of Equalizatbn sbdl be 
filed in his office, as provided in the preceding section, to send a oevti- 
fied transcript of the same to the treasurer of each county, who ahaU 
cause the same to be published in one or more pigpen in the ^sounty. 

Sec. 4. A meeting of the board of supervisors^or the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-three, shall be held on the second Mcmday of June 
of said year; and when convened, the board shall proceed to equaltaa 
ih^ assessment rolls, and their derk shall certify and return such equal- 
ization to the Auditor General in the manner and at the time preacribed 
by the act establishing a State Board of Equalization, approTed April 
aeyenth, eighteen hundred and fifty-one, except as herein otherwise pro- 
tided. 

Approved February 14, 1853. 

THE NEW TAX LAW. 

Although the principles of the new law are predsdff similar to 
those of the old, many questions arise as to construction. This is be- 
cause the new law in detail compels a full and proper compliance with 
the law as it is and as it was. The Supervisor of Pontiao^ Oakland 
county, F. Darrow, Esq., has submitted to me the foUovnng interrogar 
tories, and as they seem to meet nearly all the disputed points, not here* 
tofore explained, I have concluded to answer them in this form: 

1st Must all demands which are doubtful be given in, as well as 
those which are good ? 

AsB. They must; but the Supervisor is to appraise them at their 
cash value, 

2d. Where an individual has endorsed a note or become security by 
rigning bond or contract^ can it be deducted firom his money and cred- 
itaf 

Aks. It cannot, until it is rendered certain that the surety will ]|ave 
to pay the amount of the bond or contract 

3d. Can demands, in the hands of lawyers or other persons for cot 
leeHon, be taxed, if the owner reside out of the Statet 
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Aks. Any eyidenee of indebetoesB, owoed out of the State and ^a^jid 
to aome person m the State merely for collection, I think ought not iP 
'be taxed. But Tvhere agents are appointed in this State to loan money^ 
sell land, <fec, and to receive security therefor, and 'generally to transact ' 
aO the businees connected therewith, the amount d moneys, mortgagee, j 
notes, or other evidences of indebtedness held by sneh agent, shonld be 
taxed. See section 14 of the law. | 

4th. Must a person swear to^his indebtedness, if he does not daim 
to have it deducted? 

Ahb. He need not; the last two lines of the form of oadi on tlie 
•tatement may then be erased. 

5th. Must an inventoiy be made minutely of property or merchan- 
dize, or can it be given in according to the best knowledge of the 
owner? 

Anb. It is entirely optional with the Supervisor. The words '^ ai 
per inventory " were placed in the blank to show that the Supervisor 
might require an inventory if he saw fit to do so. 

6th. How are farmers to arrive at the number of bushels of grain, 
tons of hay and acres of cleared land ? 

Ans. Just as they have heretofore, and if the Supervisor thinks itiB 
not, correctly stated, he can require an exact measurement. In all cases 
the Supervisor sbould see that the exemptions are properly deducted. 

7th. K the wife owns property, must the husband swear to it? 

Aks. He must, if he hold it as such; if not the wife must swear to 
it 

8th. If the tax-payer is absent, must the wife swear to his property? 

Anb. The Supervisor can examine any one under oath, in such casee^ 
whom he may believe has knowledge of the amount or value of such 
property. 

9th* How is the fine to be collected ? 

Anb. The same as other fines. The Prosecuting Attorney is to give 
his counsel and advice to Supervisors free of chaige. 

10th. Can blanks be left after 3d Monday? 

Am. They should be left before the third Monday of April Ho 
person can be compelled to give in a list under oath if served after aaid 
third Monday, but the Supervisor must ascertain and aj^xraiae thepiopeityf 
aeoording to the best of his ability. 
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I ; lltib. Oaa thfi SnperTitfor awear aa indmduul *^to the beet ^ hie 
JcnowUdge and belief ^^ 

Abb, X cannot see how a person can swear beyond his *^knowiedffe 
and bd^f.^ It can make no diflference whether those words aie placed 
in the affidavit or not 

12t]L If an individual reside here, and has money oat of the State 
and not on interest^ can it be taxed? 

Ans. It can. See first clause of section 8. 

In addition to the above, I would say, that the Town Board are to 
decide the per cent, to be paid to the Town Treasurer. The hsts should 
be folded (as the samples heretofore forwarded) and {Jaced in alphabet- 
ical order in the Supervisor's office for future reference. 

I have said, that ''the opposition to the new law com!^ from the 
eapUaUsU of the Stat^-— those most able to bear taxation." For this I 
have been charged with endeavoring to create a prejudice against that 
class of our citizens. If an earnest and honest desire to compel all 
property to pay its just proportion of the burthens of taxation can be 
so construed, then am I guilty of the charge. No good citizen will at- 
tempt, by subterfuge or otherwise, to escape his just proportion of the 
expenses of the government which protects him. The person who will 
not wUlingly give in ol/ his property for taxation, should be compelled 
to do 60^ in order that his neighbors may not be made to pay a portion 
of his tax.

At a meeting of your Board on the second Monday of June, inst., 
you are required to ''examine the assessment rolls of the several town- 
ships,'' and if the valuation of the real estate be relatively unequal, you 
are to ''equalize the same." You can add to or deduct from the value 
of the real estate of any township, such an amount as will make such 
townsh^ relatively equal and uniform. There is no provision for equal- 
izing personal property — ^the reason of this is, that its value cannot be 
80 well determined by your Board, as by an individual Supervisor, who 
has exaxoined eadbi article; and altbough^it is apparent that the great 
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majority of Sapervisora in the State have endeavored honestly and jj 
faiUhfvMy to cany out the spirit and intent of the new tax law, by as- 
BeBfling aU property at its true vahte, yet there are, no doubt, a few 
cflfleB in every oounty, where the Supervidor, fearing to get his town 
valued above the other towns, has adhered too doeely to the old custon% 
of assessing at l^s than its full value. You should add to the valuation \ 
of such towns a sum sufficient to make them relatively equal with the 
towns that are assessed at their /tiZ^ vidue. 

The practice under the old law of assessing property at less than its 
true value, was, in too many cases, an effort of one town to cheat anoth- ' 
er — ^this practice is highly reprehensible — ^it injures the standing and 
credit of our State, and should be promptly and efficiently remedied by 
the action of ^our Board. 

The State Board of Equalization meet in AuguM;next^ and will take 
good care that no county, by a low valuation, shall escape a just propor- 
tion of the State tax — ^neithw will any county, by a high valuation, be 
required to pay too much. It rests then, with your Boards to affix such 
a valuation as will truly and correctly exhibit the immense wealth of our 
-young and growing State. 

Some of those who were opposed to the law, have supposed they 
could lefuse to comply with its requirements with impunity, because 
the law itself does not specify the mode and manner of collecting the 
penalty. Such persons are referred to section 1, chapter 128 of the 
revised statutes. Section 12 of the same chapter, points out the duty 
of the Supervisor. 

At the time of transmitting to this office the assessed and equalized 
valuation of your county, any other information of the practical work- 
ing of the new law will be thankfully received. 

As I have previously stated, there are no doubt, many defects in the 
law — ^these can the more readily be discovered by a free interchange 
of views and opinions between the officers entrusted with its enforce- 
ment

The balance in the Treasury on that date, was (|375,7Y3 68,) Three 
Hundred and Seventy-five thousand Seven hundred and Seventy-three 
dollars and Sixty-eight cents. 

By the terms of Act Ka 63, of 1853, it was made my duty to re- 
quire of any bank, before making it a depository of the surplus funds 
belonging to the State, good and ample security to be approved by the 
State Treasurer, Auditor General, and Secretary of State^ for the sale 
keeping and reimbuisement of said funds, when called for, and the 
payment of interest thereon, at the rate of not less than one per cent, 
per am^um. The only banks or persons which proposed to file the se- 
curity above required, were the Michigan Insurance Bank and the Pe- 
ninsular Bank of Detroit, and their proposition was to pay one per cent 
only. As these were the only offers I received, or ever have received, 
I closed with them, ^md they have been the depositories of the surpfais 
funds for the past year, at the rate of one per cent per annum.

The sales of these lands for the last fiscal year, exceed the sales of 
1862, about three hundred and seven per cent 

The sales in November amount to $44,218, and we may reasiHiably 
anticipate a corresponding increase for the coming year. 

This large addition to the fimd will be gratifying to the friendi of 
Primary Schools throughout the State, and should stimulate them to 
urge the suprenoacy of Common Schools over all others, as upon them 
depend the very existence of higher seminaries, cc^eges, and univeiai- 
ties. 

Annexed, is given a list (marked ^A") of the annual sales of these 
lands for 1843 to 1858, inclusive. 

Statement (" B,") shows the comparative annual sales of lots ia 
Lansing, since the location of the Capitol here. 

UNIV»RSITT LAKD8. 

The amount of sales of these lands during the year is 7,361.09 acres. 
This is 6,218.04 acres more than the sales of last year, and nearly 
equals the sales of the previous eight years inclusive, making the laige 
addition to the fund of $96,042 20. 

An effort was made in the late Legislature to reduce tlie price of 
these lands, particularly a fractional section in Spring Wells, Wayne 
county. Soon after the adjournment of that body, said section was 
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sabdivided and offered at public auction in Detroit) and sold at an aver- 
age of $23 49 per acre* 

The suit of ejectment^ to which I referred in mj last annual reporii 
brought to recoyer poeseflsion of knd lying near Toledo^ claimed by the 
State, was decided last spring, adverse to the State* An appeal has 
been taken, which is now pending, and I have hopes that the title of 
the State will be finally maintained.

We have received lists and diagrams of these lands for the Detroit 
and Kalamazoo land districts, amounting to 414,434.24 acres. 

The public Press in some sections of the State have questioned the 
propriety of bringing these lands into market, and I deem it proper to 
eiplain my course in the premises. I have done simply what I ccm- 
ceive to be a duty required by the hw providing for their sale. 

The lists were received about four months since, and believing it a 
fivorable time to offer them, I have given notice of tiie sale, a part of 
which are to be ofbred at Port Huron, and the balance at this Office. 

Act No. 187, of 1851, provides that ^the Commissioner of the 
State Land Office shall have the control and supervision of said lands, 
and of the sale thereof and akaU as soon as the title vests in the SteUe^ 
cause the same to be sold at public auction, at such times and in such 
quantities as he may think proper." 

It will be seen by the provisions of the act above referred to^ that 
the duty imposed upon the Commissioner is not discret^onaiy, but tm- 
peraHife.

SufiScient informatioii has been received at this office, to warrant the 
conclusion that this munificent donation amounts to oyer 5,000,000 of 
lusres, a much larger area of acres than all prior grants by Congress to 
this State, and if prudently husbanded, will extinguish our State debt| 
after applying a reaaonable amount for drainage, and leave a surplus 
to the cause of education.

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The rep<Hrtfl of the Agent, Physiciaii and Chaplain, are hereto appen- 
ded. 

From the report of the Agent it appears that the actual eaminga of 
the prison have been about $15,800 ; and the ordinary expenditures 
for maintenance and support^ about $19,800 ; showing an excess of ex- 
penditures for ordinary purposes, above the actual income, of about 
$4,000. This excess cannot be much reduced during the existence of 
the present contracts. This will be a disappointment to many who^ 
from former reports of the prison, have been induced to believe that 
the prison would soon become a self^ustaining institution. This cannot 
happen, in &^ exercise of die most rigid economy, untU Oie existing 
contracts for the labor of the convicts expire; nor even then, unless 
there shall be more competition for convict labor than there has ever 
been heretofore. 

At the last letting of contracts, great efforts were made to raise the 
price of labor, but to little purpose. The contract for the manufacture 
of wagons and carriages, had to be let at thirty-eight cents a day; that 
for boots and shoes at thirty-five cents, and that for faxnung tools at 
thirty-one cents. The average daily earnings of the one hundred and 
seventy convicts employed on contracts have been thirty-two and a half 
cents a day. At Auburn, in the State of New York, and Wethersfield, 
in the State of Connecticut, the same number of men would have 
earned on contracts, upwards of fifty cents a day. With labor at fifty 
cents a day, the prison would not only be. a self-supporting institution, 
but prove a source of revenue to the State. 

Under the direction of the Inspectors, the Agent has expended 
$3,776 21 in repairs and improvements. Of this amount, two hun- 
dred and seventy-six dollars were expended in^the purchase of hose and 
fixtures; five hundred and thirty dollars in purchasing and dressing a 
suflficient quantity of stone for thirty-two new cells; nine hundred and 
thirteen dollars in the purchase of materials, and in grading and roofing 
a portion of the yard waU; four hundred and fifty-one dollars in re-lay- 
ing with pine plank, the floor of the prison hall and lower tier of cells, 
and underlaying the same with charcoal; five hundred and forty-one 
dollars in the purchase and laying down of earthen and lead pipe for 
the purpose of conducting a supply of pure water into the prison yard ; 
one hundred and thirty-two dollars in the purchase and putting up of 
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stove pipe for warming the prison hall, and one hundred and seventy- 
five dollars in the purchase of cauldron kettles for washing and cooking. 

All these repairs and improvements have been deemed necessary for 
the preservation of property, that, in its exposed condition, was rapidly 
going to decay and ruin, and for the improvement of the health and 
comfort of the convicts. The great number of days lost by sickness 
demonstrated the necessity of doing something to prevent, if possible, 
the recurrence of this evil. Such improvements as have been made> it 
is believed, will more than repay, during the coming year, every dollar 
that has been expended. 

During the year the Inspectors have raised the salary of the physi- 
dan from three hundred to four hundred dollars, and the pay of each 
of the guards from three hundred and seventy-five to four hundred 
dollars. They have also appointed an additional assistant keeper, at a 
salary of four hundred dollars, the same being allowed by law. The 
contract for rations, which was the lowest that could be obtained, has 
increased the expenditure under this head alone in the sum of two 
thousand five hundred and fifteen dollars and forty-one cents. This 
latter increase has been in part occasioned by an additicm to the number 
of convict^ but mainly by the enhanced price of the rations. In the 
last annual report this increase was estimated at seventeen hundred dol- 
lars; it has been in fact over two thousand dollars. 

The contract for supplying rations last year was taken at nine and a 
quarter cents for each day's ration. This was an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of two cents four and a half mills. As no offer for the 
supply of rations, the coming year, was made at less than eleven cents 
and four miUs for each day's ration, the Inspectors concluded that it 
would be a considerable saving to the State for the Agent to furnish 
the supply of provisions, and he has been accordingly so directed. 

The Physician reports that there have been seven hundred and sixty- 
two applicants for admission to the hospital; of which five hundred 
and fifty were admitted, as follows, viz :

During the year the convicts have suffered considerably from sick- 
ness. Nine have died — ^five of typhoid fever; one of chronic inflam- 
mation of the bowels; two oi phthisis pulmonalis, [and one of conges^^ 
tion of the brain. The typhoid fever made its appearance about the | 
middle of April, and continued until the close of August The cases 
of intermittent fever, diarrhoea, rheumatism, and congestion of the lungs, 
liver and bowels have been very much diminished. This year there have 
been two hundred and two of this class of cases; last year there were 
three hundred and sixty-seven. A further diminution of the more pre- 
valent diseases is anticipated, from the improvements which have been 
made in the prison yard, hall, and work shops. 

The Chaplain, who held the ofiice till the first of September, reports 
that he visited the prisoners at their cells and in their workshops as 
often as his other avocations would admit There have been religious

servioeB every Sabbath in the chapel. A Sunday School has been 
attended by some thirty of the boys and young men. Want of teach- 
en has prevented the giving of Sunday School instruction to a greater 
number. Aside from these exeroiseB, it has been the business of the 
chaplain to instruct several of the convicts in the principles of reading, 
writing and arithmetic. Instruction beyond these principles has not 
been entered upon, but it is in contemplation to enter upon it as soon 
as circumstances will permit. The young men and boys who are sent 
to the prison ought to receive daily instruction in the elementary 
branches of an English education, in order that when they go forth 
again into society they may be the better instructed and prepared to 
earn an honest livdihood. 

The Legislature, at their last session, made it the duty of the Inspec- 
tors to prescribe the plan for a buUding in which to imprison all convicts 
sentenced to solitary confinement at hard labor for life, and appropriated 
the sum of $5,000 towards the erection of such building. No plan 
has been prescribed and nothing has been done under the appropiation. 
The sum appropriated was not sufficient for the erection of such a 
building, and as the legislature would not be again regularly in session 
until the year 1855, it has not been deemed expedient to oonmience 
the erection until the coming season. 

The death penalty for murder was abolished by the revised statutes 
of 1846, and sohtary confinement, at hard labor, in the State Prison for 
life, substituted. The latter provision took efiect on the second day of 
March, 1847. Since that time — a period of almost seven years — ^there 
have been eleven persons sentenced to solitary confinement for life. In 
every instance where a murder has been committed, the jury have been 
prompt in the discharge of their duties, and in no case, it is believed, 
has there been a dist^reement in the verdict. 

The convicts sentenced to solitary confinement from the first day of 
March, 1847, to the second of April, 1849, were kept shut up in the 
cells of the Prison. It was soon ascertained that such confinement was 
rapidly wasting away the lives of the occupants. On a representation 
of the fact, the Legislature, by the act of the second of April, author- 
ized the release of the convicts sentenced to sohtary confinement, and 
their employment as other convicts, whenever, and for such times as the 
Inspectors might by resolution direct The Inspectors have accordingly 
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from time to time by resolution directed a release, and the employment 
as prescribed by statute. The convicts thus released, with a solitary 
exception, have ever conducted themsdves with propriety, and evinced 
a willing disposition to conform to all the rules and regulations of the 
Prison. 

The Inspectors cannot conclude this report without expressing their 
approbation of the manner in which the Agent, as well as the other 
officers, have discharged their respective duties. The situation of each 
is one of high responsibility, and yet this has been met in a spirit wor- 
thy of commendation.

It therefore appears, from the foregoing statement^ that the total 
amount expended during the year just closed, for the ordinary support 
of the Prison, including salaries of officers, keepers, and 

guards, is 121,221 68

Showing an excess of expenses for support over income 

from Prison, of $8,704 70 

In view of the encouragements held out to the Inspectors, as well as 
the public, in the last annual report of my predecessor, that it might be 
confidently expected that this Prison would very soon, if not during the 
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jear juBt closed, become a self-eupportiDg insiitutioQ, and cease to require 
anj further aid from the public treasury, it would have been extremely 
giatifyin^ had fiicto warranted a more favorable report of its financial 
trmsactioDa since that date. It is difficult, however, to see how, under 
tlie cncamatances^ a different result could have been reached. 

The expenditures for building and repain have been made under the 
directioQ of your Board, and certainly do not exceed the amount actually 
required. Indeed, it is believed, that a just regard for the public inter* 
as!) and the ezerdse of an enlightened economy, would have warranted 
« much laiger outlay for that purpose. The amount expended on 
aoeount of salaries, as well as the appropriation for the libraiy, is estab- 
Uahed by law, and is entirely beyond the control of the Agent, either 
to increase or diminish. And it is not difficult to show that a variety 
of causes have been operating, during the past y^ to greatly augment 
the expenditures for ordinary supplies over former years, equally be- 
yond the control of the Prison authorities. The most prominent of 
these causes is to be found in the enhanced market value of these 
aupplies. 

For the single article of rations, there has been paid, during the cur- 
rent year, over and above what they would have cost at last year's 

prices, the sum of ^ $1,888 80 

And the same cause has effected equally, and in like manner, the 
expenditure for aQ articles required for Prison consumption. In addi- 
tion to this, it was found necessary in the early part of the year to create 
a new keepership, at a salary of $400 per annum, and about the same 
time the salaiy of the physician was increased from $300 to $400, and 
the wages of the guards raised from $375 to $400 per annum, all of 
which had a direct tendency to increase expenses for the ordinary 
supplies. 

Now, if it be borne in mind that there is no corresponding increase 
in the amount rec^ved for convict labor, but, that the price of that 
labor is established beyond thepossibilityof change during the existence 
of present contracts, at the low rate of about 32^ cents per day, it is at 
onoe evident what effect this state of things mustliave upon the finan- 
ces of the Prison. 

|g Most of the reports heretofore emenating from this office, that have 
come under my observation, have seemed to proceed upon the princi- 
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pie, that to make the Prison pay expenses, and if possible, yield an in- 
oome to the State, was the great and paramount desideratum to be 
secured. That the exercise of a rigid economy in all the various de- 
partments, is a duty incumbent upon the officers in charge, must be 
admitted ; yet it is believed that there are considerations to be taken 
into the account, in the administration of Prison affiiirs, of vastLj more 
importance to the public at large, than the mere queBtio^ of dollars 
and cents. The great said leadiDg design of the people, in the estab- 
lishment of such an institution, was not to secure an income therefix>mf 
but protection to their lives and property, and reformation, as far as 
may be, in the character of its inmates. The addition of hard labor 
to the sentence of confinement in the State Prison, as a penalty for tihe 
commission of crime, was adopted as much, if not more, for the benefit 
of the convict in the preservation of his health, both mentally and phy- 
sically, as to secure the price of his ser\dces. So far, however, as such 
labor can be made to produce a revenue, without defeating the main 
object for which it was designed, it is well. Most of our convicts, after 
serving out a short sentence, are discharged, to mingle again with the 
citizens and youth of the land. I^ therefore, the main object in the 
establishment of prison disciple be lost sight of in an undue anxiety to 
secure an income therefrom, there is great danger that they will be sent 
abroad, unreformed, to renew their depredations upon, and corrupt the 
morals of society; so that however much may have been gained in a 
pecuniary point of view, the public will be the loser in the end. 

Much sickness has prevailed among the convicts during the past 
season. In addition to the ordinary diseases of the country, an epi- 
demic broke out in the latter part of the Spring, which proved fetal to 
several of the convicts, and bid fair at one time, to become general 
throughout the prison. Fortunately, however, by the prompt adoption 
of sanatory measures, and the vigilant care and attention of the acting 
phjTsician, the disease was soon arrested. Everything has been done 
that could be, to remove aU causes of sickness from the prison buildings 
and yard, and restore the health of the convicts, which, it gives me 
great pleasure to say, is at the present time unusually good. But few 
cases of sickness now exist, and those mostly of a chronic character of 
long standing, and 8uch*as will be found to prevail to a greater or less 
extent in aU institutions of this kind. It is to be hoped as well on 
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aooount of ihe suffering of the convicds as the great loss of inoome 
firom their inability to labor, that they will in future be relieved from 
any such amount of sickness as has prevailed during the year just 
closed. 

A general feeling of contentment and cheerfulness seems to prevail 
among the oonvicta, and in most cases a disposition is manifested to 
obey the rules of discipline and perform their allotted task without 
complaint. 

The subordinate officers now in chaige, are vigilant and attentive to 
their duties, and it is believed that the discipline of the prison is being 
well administered. 

Believing, gentlemen, that the foregoing embraces all the material 
facts which the law makes it my duty to report to your Board, you will 
permit me in conclusion, to tender my sincere thanks for the aid and 
Msistance that I have received at your hands, during our official inter* 
eouise.

Physician's Beport. 

To the Injectors of the State Prison: 

In conformity with usage, I submit the subjoined report of the Ho»» 
pital Department: 

The amount of sickness and number of deaths among the oonyiota 
during the year have been unusually large. The whole number who 
have applied for admission to the hospital is seren hundred and sixty- 
two^ of whom five hundred and fifty-seven were admitted. Of these^ 
9ome have been under treatment many days, others for less periods. 
U addition to the endemical dise«es of the^uni^, &. t7plu,nver. 
iB «. epidenuc fonn. nuuie iU appe«aixce about^ midle of Apri^ 
and continued until near the close of August. The whole number of 
deaths has been nine; of which five were of typhoid fever, and the 
remainder of the following diseases : one of chronic inflammation of the 
bowels ; two of phthisis pulmonalis, and one of congestion of the brain. 

The cases which have been prescribed for, are as follows: typhoid 
fever, 27; intermittent fever, 64; diarrhoea, 113; dysenterry, 14; 
ophthalmia, 16; congestion of the brain, 2; congestion of the lungs, 
2; influenza, 17; erysipelas, 5; hemorrhage of lungs, 2; quinsy, 2; 
inflammation of lungs, 9; asthma, 8; rheumatism, 28; colds, 63; 
chronic affection of lungs, 9; phthisis pulmonalis, 5; chronic inflam- 
mation of bowels, 1 ; hemorrhoids, 11 ; gonorrhea, 1 ; syphilis, 4; in- 
sanity, 3 ; iemia, 7 ; epilepsy, 1 ; chOblains, 1 ; sick for a day or two.

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Chaplain's Report. 

7b the Inspectors of the Michigan State Prison: 

GsNTUEMEK : — Having officiated as Chaplain to the State Piison for 
nz months of the past year, it becomes my duty to report to you tha 
religious and moral condition of the prisoners during that time^ afidthe 
state of the Prison Library, the charge of which is committed to tho 
Chaplain. 

I was re-appointed to the office of Chaplain the Ist of Maroh laat^ 
ind accepted the appointment with the undeistanding that the anraoge- 
meat was only temporary, that I was to officiate only until a suitable 
peiBon could be obtained to devote his whole time to the duties of tike 
office; my engagements as rector of a parish, being such as to render 
a proper discharge of the duties of Chaplain impossiUe. 

Having been connected with the prison for the space of two and a 
half years, I can truly say that I have never been more interested in 
lay field of labor, and know of none that will more abundant^ ^W 
a devoted and enlightened culture. Such is my opinion of the good 
to be realized to these convicts by a faithful dischaige of the duties of 
Chaplain, and such the interest which their wants, their ignorance of the 
first principles of christian knowledge and their desire for instruction, 
have awakened within my mind, that had tiie remuneration of the office 
been adequate to the support of my fiunily, I should have been dis- 
posed to devote myself exclusively to the great work of instruction and 
reform so much needed in this institution. 

Hardly had I entered on the duties of my office, before an alarming 
and &tal sickness broke out among the prisoners, which within the 
spaoo of two months carried eight of them to their graves, besides one 
valuable keeper. During the whole of this time I visited the prison 
daily, to instruct and console the sick, and to prepare them to meet 
death in the spirit of Christianity — ^with resignation and without alarm. 
To one prisoner, whose recovery was regarded as nearly hopeless, and 
who manifested a great desu« for that rite, I administered the sacra- 
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ment of baptism. He however, reoovered, and through the clemency 
of the Executivey has been pardoned and restored to his family. 

It is with pleasure, as well as a matter of duty, that I bear testimony 
to the excellent care bestowed upon the sick by the prison authorities; 
the attention paid to their wants, and the rehef of their sufferings, the 
procurement of whatever tended to promote their comfort and aid their 
recovery ; and the prompt and efficient measures taken to cleanse the 
prison from all impurities, and to remove certain local causes, which in 
the judgment of some contributed to the production of the disease, or 
to render its nature more virulent and less likely to yield to proper 
medical treatment While alluding to this subject, it may not be con- 
ddered as impertinent to the objects of this report^ if I briefly refer to 
certain improvements in the Prison designed to promote the comfort 
of the prisoners as well as the preservation of their health. I allude 
particalarly to the increased facilities for warming the prison ; while at 
the same time they exclude that dense cloud of smoke which for years 
has filled the prison to the discomfort and annoyance of all connected 
with it Among men strangled by smoke and shivering with cold, 
it would seem to be a difficult task to maintain a rigid and wholesome 
discipline. I hdve referred to this subject only because of the happy 
influence which all such improvements have upon the prisoners, in pro- 
ducing among them cheerfulness and contentment, as well as a dispoei- 
sition to perform with a good wUl the tasks assigned them. 

The prisoners have been visited as often as convenient, both in the 
workshops, and at their cells, and I have endeavored to render effectual 
my instructions, by impressing upon them in private, what was delivered 
to them in the public exercises of the chapel. The religious services 
on Sunday have been as usual; a Sunday school in the morning, which, 
owing to the want of suitable teachers, has been necessarily limited lo 
twenty-five or thirty convicts, mostly boys and young men, and preach- 
ing in the chapel in the afternoon. To all these services the prisoners 
listen with dose attention, and they are somewhat celebrated for the 
strict propriety with which they conduct themselves during the perform- 
ance of our public services. Upon not a few I have reason to believe 
that these services have had a most happy influence ; upon all, I have no 
doubt, they have had a restraining influence, tending to facilitate the 
maintenance of a sound discipline. If the influence, which a faithful 
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and prudent Chaplain brings to bear upon the minds of tbe prisoners 
were withdrawn, the authorities of the Prison would find it a much 
more difficult task to keep them within the limitB of the prescribed 
regulations. Religious truths, with the sanctions attending them, forci- 
bly presented, and constantlj kept before the minds of even bad men, 
hare a mo6t][salutary and restraining tendency. 

The annual appropriation for the library has been expended in the 
purchase of suitable books for the prisoners. These books were submit- 
ted to the clerk of the Prison, whom you have made the adviser of the 
Chaplain in their purchase, and received his approval. Such are the 
wear and tear of books in this Institution, that the appropriation of one 
hundred dollars but barely keeps up the library. About as many 
books are annually destroyed as are purchased. It has been heretofore 
the policy of the Chaplain to obtain as man^ books as possible with the 
jneaiiB placed in his hands, for the reason, that the prisoners, like most 
meo, are fond of new things, though, in the judgment of some, the old 
are far better. In order to gratify this desire for new books, such as 
are lightly and cheaply bound have usually been purchased. I would, 
howerer, suggest, that, for the future, no books but such as are well and 
strongly bound be added to the Prison Ubrary. Although the cost of 
such would be greater, and, consequently, a smaller number annually 
added to the library, still it would be economy, and the best means of 
tMreoMing the library. 

Permit me, in conclusion, to suggest, that, whereas there are in this 
State no Houses of Correction for juvenile offenders, where they are sub- 
jected to all needful restraints, their morals properly cared for, and them- 
•elrea instructed in the elementei of a sound education, and whereas, 
until such Houses shall be established, a large and increasing class of 
such offenders must be confined within the State Penitentiary ; whether 
some means cannot be devised by which these boys shall receive daUy 
instruction in the elementary branches of an English education ? Such 
provision is made in all of our Eastern Prisons, and in the majority of 
those located in the West. And when we take into consideration the 
fact, that these boys are confined here only for a limited time, and are 
soon to go forth again into society, from which their offences have for a 
season excluded them, is it not the interest of the State, and the dictate 
of a sound policy, that they should go forth better instructed and better 
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prepared to earn an honest livelihood? Would not one hour of each 
day devoted to such a purpose, be productive of more permanent^ real 
ben^t to the State, than all the avails of their material labor for that 
time ? Regarding the subject of the very first importance, I have thrown 
out the suggestion, believing that it will receive your prompt and can- 
did attention. 

In the discharge of my official duties, the Agent of the Prison has 
kindly rendered me every needed facility. 

On the first of September, the Rev. Mr. Clement, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, having, upon my resignation, been appointed to 
succeed me in the chaplaincy, entered on his duties. I have no doubt 
he will devote himself faithfully to the important duties committed to 
his hands.
